The  sentence  “  to  be  cashiered,”  pronounced  against  Colonel  D.  J. 
Nevin,  62d  Regiment  New  York  Volunteers,  by  a  General  Court  Mar¬ 
tial,  and  published  in  General  Orders,  No.  11,  dated  Headquarters, 
Left  Grand  Division,  Army  of  the  Potomac,  December  21, 1862,  which 
sentence  was  disapproved  on  account  of  informality  in  the  composition 
of  the  Court,  has  been  forw  arded  for  the  action  of  the  President,  with 
the  recommendation  that  Colonel  Nevin  be  nevertheless  dismissed  the 
service. 

The  recommendation  is  not  approved.  Colonel  Nevin  will  be  forth¬ 
with  released  from  arrest  and  restored  to  his  command.
